HEM MINISTER LEAVE? CARACAS 


Spain and Belgium Ala* Present a 


Joint Note For Their Claim*—Allied 
Power* Di*cu**fng Arbitration A* 
Mean* of Settling Dispute. 
Caracas, Dec. 17.—The Italian min- 


itter to Venezuela, Signor de Riva. has 
received orders from Rome to leave 
Caracas. He will go on board the 
Italian cruiser Giovanni Bausan at La 
Guaira. Senor de Riva has been In- 
structed by his government to present 
to the government of Venezuela Italy's 
•demand for the immediate payment 
of $542,000 to meet the Italian claims 
arising from former revolutions, in tne 
form of an ultimatum. As it is known 
that the Venezuelan government can- 
not pay the amount demanded, the 
communication to' the minister in- 
cludes orders to leare Caracas at once. 
The ultimatum from Italy !s couched 
•in stronger terms than those used in 
the ultimatums presented" to Venezuela 
by Great Britain and Germany. Italy 
will take part in future demonstrations 
against Venezuela. The interests of 
Italy in Venezuela will be placed in 
the hands of United States Minister 
Bowen. 


The Spanish minister to Venezuela, 


Senor Gaytan de Ayala, and the Bel- 
gian charge d'affaires, M. Van der 
Heyde, have presented a joint letter 
to the Venezuelan minister of foreign 
affairs, in •which they ask. in case the 
claims of other foreign powers are 
paid by Venezuela, that the same treat- 
ment given those powers be accorded 
to Spain and Belgium.

MAY NOT ARBITRATE 


Outlook For Peaceful Settlement of 


Venezuelan Dispute Not Bright. 
London, Dec. 17,—At the foreign of- 


fice Jast. evening it was said that no 
decision, had yet been arrived at in 
regard to Venezuelan arbitration. Many 
difficulties have arisen in the way of 
arriving at a basis of what can be ar- 
bitrated and what can be otherwise 
settled. Toe outlook for a pacific set- 
tlement of the dispute is not particu- 
larly bright- 


Judging from statements given out 


by the foreign office, the Venezuelan 
situation does not appear to be any 
nearer a settlement. No suggestion 
ha* been made that Great Britain 
could .eventually see its way to sub- 
mitting its claims tp arbitration, and 
the foreign office points out that Vene- 
xuela'-s offer to arbitrate is extremely 
vague. President Castro, in the com- 
munication in which he expresses hig 
willingness to resort to arbitration, 
provides no guarantee that the rights 
of British subjects in Venezuela will 
he respected * pending the award. The 
willingness of Venezuela to arbitrate 
the financial claims, however, will 
meet wita no opposition in official cir- 
clee in London, nor is there any desire 
to *tir up opposition here by continu- 
ing unnecessarily the present armed 
compact with Germany; but, quoting 
from the foreign office, "at the same 
time there is not the slightest inclina- 
tion to let Venezuela go unpunished 
lor her repeated insults and 'injuries. 
The offer to arbitrate comes very late 
in the day. 
"We are not seeking a 


quarrel, but we must insure ourselves 
against a recurrence of the acts which 
led to the present situation." 
Germany Won't Consider Arbitration. 


Cologne. Dec. 17.—The Cologne Ga- 


zette publishes a dispatch from Ber- 
lin which says it is doubtful if, at the 
present steg^ of the Venezuelan dif- 
ficulty, arbitration can be considered 
by German r- '"Jennany can afford to 
await, the dispatch adds, the outcome 
of a situation that is very uncom- 
fortable for President Castro. 


Italy Desires Arbitration. 


Rome. Der. 17.—In the lobbias of the 


chamber o» deputies Venezuela was 
the exclusive topic of conversation. 
The opinion of a majority of the depu- 
ties is that Germany has been too ag- 
gressive in her actions, which are cal- 
culated to complicate the situation. It 
Is therefore thought to be eminently 
desirrbie that tae Venezuelan matter 
be settled by arbitration.

German Officer Killed in Bombardment 


Puerto Cabello. Dec. 17.—It has been 


learned here that during the bombard- 
ment of Puerto Cabelio December 13 
by the British cruiser Charybdis and 
the German cruiser Vineta that the 
Charybdis was struck in the bovr by a 
shot fired from a cannon en the-Plaza 
Bruzual. Tee Yineta was struck twice 
by the Venezuelan cannon fire. The 
report which has been in circulation 
cere thAt an officer of the Vineta was 
killed during the bombardment by a 
rifle bullet fired from the shore ap- 
pears aow to be true. The Vineta left 
this port suddenly, although it was 
supposed she would, remain here to 
protect German interests.

GENERAL GRANT'S WIDOW DEAD 
Passed Av/ay at Her Washington Resi- 


dence From Heart Failure. 


Washington, D*e. 15.—Mrs. Ulysses 


S. Grant, wif» of President Grant, died 
at her residence in this city at 11.17 
o'clock last night, aged 76 years. Death 
was due to heart failure, Mrs. Gran* 
having suffered for some years from 
valvular disease of the heart, which 
was aggravated by a severe attack of 
bronchitis. 
Her age prevented her 


rallying from the attacks. Her daugh- 
ter, Xeliie Grant Sartoris. was the only 
one of her children vnrh her at the 
time of her death, her three sons, who 
had been summoned here, all being 
out of the city. 


Death came peacefully, the sufferer 


retaining almost complete conscious- 
ness practically to the end. Word has 
come from Jesse and Ulysses S. Grant, 
two of tha sons, now in California, 
that they have started ca their way 
to Yv'as'alnsrton.

BUILDING COLLAPSED 


Fifty Men Buried Under Falling Round 


House at Philadelpnia. 


Philadelphia. Dec. 16. — The weight 


of ice and snow sent the roof of a 
iOund house of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company, at Thirtieth and Arch 
streets, crashing in upon 50 men short- 
ly before 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, injuring 16 so seriously that they 
were at once hurried to hospitals. The 
collapse occurred when the place was 
filled with engine wipers, drivers and 
firemen. The locomotives were buried 
under the rums with the workmen, 
and the roar of escaping steam and 
the dense clouds of vapor led man?' 
to believe that several men had been 
scalded to death. 


Rescue parties were at once framed 


and 16 injured men were rescued. 
Bight were sent to the University Hos- 
pital, three were taken to the Medico- 
Chirurgical Hospital and five to the 
Presbyterian Hospital. Several of the 
injured men sustained broken limbs. 
Shortly after the accident ana before 
all of the men were rescued the ruins 
took fire, but the flames were speedily 
extinguished. 


The improvements the Pennsylvania 


Kail road is making in West Philadel- 
phia undermined the foundations of 
the round house, and the weight of 
the snow and ice further weakened 
the structure. The roof began falling 
oa the north side and continued clear 
around the building. The cries of the 
terrified workmen could be heard 
above the hissing of the steam. The 
firemen and police did good service in 
rescuing the injured. The 17 locomo- 
tives caught in the ruins were badly 
damaged.

F all the forest-loving races of Europe, none has sought me woods 
for tike woods' sake, like unto the English-speaking people; nor 
has ever afforded tiie spectacle of an annual migration to the 
wilderness in such magnitude as do the Americans of to-day. 
They go with the eagerness of hounds loosed from the leash, and. 
buoyant with the spirit .of adventure, accept adventure's-strokes 
or rewards -with the 'indifference or delight of a. knight of I* 
Matieha. Xor have the Americans stayed at the mere enjoyment 
of their adventure; they have embodied it in their literature. 
They have been the first people to introduce into -fiction the life, 


savage and civilized, of the forest, and to portray in classical accents the real 
life of the woods, the lakes, and the plains. Their first novelist of reputation, 
Cooper, laid his scenes in the forests of the upper Hudson, of the Susquehanna. 
and in the Oak Openings of Michigan: Irving descends the Big Horn in a touH- 
boat, and follows the adventurers across the Great Plains and the Rocky Moun- 
tains, and through the desolation of Snake River to the Oregon: and Parkman, 
enlightened by his tribeship -with the Ogalallas, has endued history with the 
spirit of the wilderness, and has drawn inspiration from its woods and streams. 


The greatest and best of the Americans, their writers, poets, philosophers 


and statesmen, all have worshiped Great Pan in his groves. Bryant, Lowell, 
Emerson, Agassiz made annual pilgrimages to the woods; Webster composed a 
part of his Bunker Hill Monument oration on a trout stream: death overtook 
Governor Russell on the banks of * salmon river; and the present President of 
the United States wag called out of the Adirondacks to assume his office; while 
President Harrison, the moment his duties -were done, turned his back on the 
White House and sought repose in a cabin on the Fulton Chain. These are a- 
few only of the worthies of our land out of the great number who have hied 
to the woods for rest, recreation, observation and inspiration: who. indeed, 
have gone into the woods for the woods' sake.

It seems strange, but nevertheless it is true, that persons 


have dreams and hallucinations -which are reported to the 
police as facts for investigation. Dreaming of robbers, they 
have awakened suddenly with ail the excitement and alarm 
that "would attach to a genuine case, fired revolvers at the 


supposed intruder and only been reconciled to their mistake after close inquiry 
proves it such. 


I know of a case where it was reported that a burglar knocked at the 


bedroom door before entering to carry off money and valuables. There was 
another instance of a prominent official of the Government who. -while ex- 
periencing the wildest horrors in his sleep, jumped out of bed and fought the 
bedpost, imagining that he "was attacked by burglars, and the exhaustion -which 
followed his midnight defense was as great as if he had actually encountered 
marauders. This gentleman had seen service in the Mexican War and through 
the Civil War, and ha& hand-to-hand encounters which, however, were attend- 
ed with Iiardly more serious results than the imaginary conflict. 


The greatest imposition is that which occurs a great many times a year 


when persons -who cannot or do not -want to pay their just debts report that 
they have been robbed of sums of money. They will prearrange to give 
color to the truth of their report, but are generally found out in the end. 


A man has been known to have reported being held up by footpads in

Is the drying aad pulverising of fish, 
which forms a product called '"fish 
flour." Besides having the quality of 
being Tery nutritious, it is easily trans- 
ported, on account of its compactness. 


A plan is afoot at Lewiston. Me., to 


transform the enormous deposit of 
peat, known, as Fa-well's Bog, which j 
exists there, into merchantable fuel. A j 
company has been organized to manu- 
facture fuel from peat, the product be- 
ing known as synthetical coal, because 
it is formed by synthesis and contains 
the same elements a? coal. This syn- 
thetic coal is said to have a heating 
value slightly superior to soft coal. 


A plant for the manufacture of mica 


has been established at Ottawa. It is 
employing 150 bauds, and it is hoped to 
have 400 on the pay-roll in the near fu- 
ture. It is operated by an American 
company, -which has gone to America 
because of the great inducements held 
out for the establishment of industries 
on that side of i!ie border. The mica 
industry is quite a considerable one, as 
large quantities enter into the manu- 
facture of insulation for electric wires. 
The total amount of plate mica pro- 
duced in the United States during 1901 
was 300,060 pounds, valued at $08.000. 
The production of mica in this country 
is somewhat curtailed byjhe importa- 
tion of Indian mica, -which undersells 
the home produce. In 1901 the imports 
were valued ar S335.050. 


The use of cylindrical steel bins for 


the first time in the new- grain eleva- 
tors at Buffalo ha? neeix attended by so 
much success that this rype of bin is 
being adopted for aiany other purposes, 
notably that of carrying cement stocks, 
for "which purpose it is necessary that 
greater strength be provided than in 
the case of the grain bins, because of 
the great weight of ilie material to be 
bandied. 
Steel in combination- -with 


concrete has been round to be the best 
for this use. and a plant on these lines 
is being erected in Chicago. 
Four 


huge hies, twenty-live feet in diameter 
and fifty feet high, arc- to be erected. 
These are to bo placed so that rhe 
space between the liins is :ilso available 
for storage purposes. 
The walls of 


the bins are built of concrete, in which 
is imoedded wire netting stiffened by 
horizontal rings of metal from one to 
three-eighths of an inch in diameter. 
At the-bottom the "walls are seven 
inches thick, nnd at the top five inches. 
Each tank is mounted on columns 
made of steel -wires embedded in con- 
crete. The fbundatioii is a monolith 
of concrete, three feet thick, re-en- 
fnreed by -wire netting.

The force of gravity at the earth'3 


surface is measured, on land. l»y ob- 
servations on the oscillations of a pen- 
dulum. The greater the force of grav- 
ity the more swings are made by the 
pendulum in a given time. Up to the 
present time the intensity of gravity- 
has been determined with accuracy at 
about 1500 land stations distributed 
from nearly eighty-six degrees of north 
latitude to about sixty-three degrees of 
south. It is very desirable to deter- 
mine the intensity of gravity over the 
immense regions of the earth covered 
by the oceans. Here the use of the 
pendulum 5s of course out of question. 
A method has lately been devised by 
which observations of The barometer 
and of the hypsometer (an instrument 
that determines the exact boiliag point 
of "water) when combined, give by cal- 
culation, the intensity of gravity. The 
method has been applied at a num- 
ber of stations fn the Atlantic, with the 
general result that the intensity of 
gravity at a sea station is the same 
as that of a station in the same latitude 
at a land station. At first sight this 
result seems anomalous, because the 
gravity at any place depends on The 
mass of the attracting body, and be- 
cause the mass of a cubic mile of ocean 
is much less than that of a cubic mile 
of land. It is known, however, that 
the density of the ocean floor is much 
greater than the average density of 
land, and is shown by the excessive 
gravity on isolated and small islands. 
The recent observations by tha new 
method confirm this broad and general 
conclusion, and they are themselves 
confirmed by the accurate pendulum 
observations taken on ice floes above 
deep water. Finally the results are 
especially interesting because they 
were predicted mathematically some 
fifty years ago by Archdeacon Pratt, of 
Calcutta.

New York, Dec. 17.—After repeater, 


postponements and a protracted d«- 
i*te the board of aldermen yesterday 
&y a vote of 41 to S6 granted the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad tunnel franchise. 


A minority report, signed by Alder- 


men McCall and Diemer, was read. 
This report gave as a reason for op- 
posing the franchise the refusal of the 
company to insert in the contract the 
tight-hour day and prevailing rate of 
wages clauses. 


Alderman Wafer's minority report 


opposed the franchise on the same 
grounds and because a clause was not 
Inserted to the effect that the grant 
should not be assigned, sublet or leased 
to any other corporation without the 
consent of the board of aldermen. This 
report was accepted by Alderman SIc- 
Call, but the question to recommit was 
defeated by a rote of 32 to 35. 


In the discussion that followed, Ja- 


cob Cantor, president of the borough 
of Manhattan, said that he was op- 
posed to the franchise in its present 
form, and spoke for the insertion of the 
*lght-hour day and prevailing rate of 
wages clauses.
